"determining whether a utilization of the selected logical failover circuit exceeds a 
threshold, if the utilization is less than the threshold, then rerouting the logical circuit 
data from the failed logical circuit to the selected logical failover circuit, if the utilization 
exceeds the threshold, then requesting the selection of an alternative logical failover 
circuit from the menu" recited in the independent Claims 1, 14 and 28, as currently 
amended .
